OUR PISH SUPPLY 

Ofliciuls of the Bin and game department of this Slate arc try- 
ing hard this season to stock the streams of almost every county 
better than ever before, and they should have the hearty co-opera- 
tiou of every citizen of Kentucky, Out of the streams of HaflOtt 
county is coming even now as good as may be found anywhere, and 
food that costs but u few cents. Each fish taken from the streams 
of the county means a conservation of various other foods that can 
only be hud at war-time prices, and then not in such quantities us 
we have been used to securing in former years. 

In view of the fuel that thousands of people in the State, and 
hundreds of them right here in .Mason county, will be enabled to 
cut the cost of living a good ileal during the summer months by eat- 
ing tish taken from local streams, greater conservation of the tinny 
tribe should be the rule from now on. The smallest tish will some- 
time, if permitted the freedom of the waters, become large enough 
to edible size, care should be used in removing it from the book, 
and it should be returned to the water immediately. The bucket 
of minnows still on hand at the close of a day's spoil should nol 
be thrown into the grass at the side of the stream, Some of the 
minnows apparently dead may revive in fresh water, and the con- 
tents of the bucket should be emptied into the stream. 

Game wardens are guarding against "fish hogs" more closely 
now than ever before. The man with net and dynamite and lure is 
comiug to be looked upon not only with disrespect, but with hatred 
by the general public, Taking tish in any way recognized by the 
statutes of Kentucky is illegal is stealing in the meanest form, and 
every case, even where there is only cause for supicion, should be 
promptly reported. Conservation of tish in the streams of Mason 
county is another form of getting the cost of living back where we'd 
like to have it.

Harve, France, June 18— The death 
by starvation within three months of 
5U0 Belgians interned in Germany is 
reported in a semiofficial statement 
given out here. 

"According to information received 
by the Belgian Ministry of War," the 
statement says. "Belgian civilians in- 
terned in a German camp near Lue- 
beck refused to work. Out of 2,000 
interned 500 tlied of starvation in 
three months. The condition of the 
survivors is described as pitiable."

PRESIDENT TO HASTEN ACT10H 
ON FOOD BILLS 

Washington, June 12— Congress' de- 
lay in enaotlng food leglalation was 
taken up by President Wilson and the 
cabinet today and the President, it is 
understood, decided to take steps to 

boaten action, lie probably will not 
make a special address to Congreaa 
on the subject as has been suggested, 
tut may call in congressional leaders 
again to Imprest upon them the need 
for immediate passage ol the bill. 

A delegation of labor leaders and 
congressmen who yesterday called on 
the President to ask him to urge early 
consideration food measures will see 
Herbert ('. Hoover tomorrow. Grant 
Hamilton, a member of the delegation 
and a member of the legislative com- 
mittee of the American Federation of 
Labor, announced loday that If labor 
generally approves the bill, a cam- 
paign will be started to have labor 
unions urge on their congressmen, 
passage of the measure by July 1. 




• i i 




"The reason that July 1 is selected 
as the latest date," said Mr. Hamil- 
ton, "Is the fact that already har 
vests are being gathered in Texas and 
by July the flow of new grain into 
elevators will be general. It will then 
be controlled by speculators unless 
the government secures legislation 
providing it with machinery whereby 
a sulhcient amount of grain can be 
kept in this country for our own use 
and a price be maintained that will 
be liberal to the producers and reas- 
onable to consumers. 

"While wheat receives the first con- 
sideration, there are a number of 
other staples for which It is neces 
sary for the government to exercise 
its authority In proper distribution as 
well as In protecting producers and 
consumers alike against speculators 
and middlemen," 

Mr. Hoover expects to have the or 
ganization of the food administration 
complete when Congress passes the 
control bill. 

In applying the new law the gov- 
ernment's purpose, aside from pre- 
venting supplies from reaching the 
enemy, will be to conserve all Amer- 
lean resources, first to make America 
effective In the war, second, to make 
the Allies effective, and third, to be- 
friend neutrals friendly to the alli- 
ance. The power to readjust ship- 
ping routes and supply sources la 
expected to effect a tremendous sav 
log in tonnage by reducing long 
hauls. The neutral nations have ex- 
pressed much concern over America's 
possible policy and three of them, 
Norway. Sweden and Switrcrland 
have sent special commissions to this 
country to present their needs and 
requirements. They also have de 
*cloped a mass of statistics as to 
their foreign trade which they hope 
will Induce this country to be as gen 
erous as Is consistent with thorough 
ness in the furnishing of supplies.

REGISTRATION 18 EXPECTED TO 
TOTAL »,5UO,IHMI 

Washington, Juno 12— War registra- 
tion returns in tonight from thirty- 
seven states indicated that when all 
states have reported the total enrolled 
will exceed census estimates of eli- 
glbles, deducting the 600,000 men now 
In military and naval service not re- 
quired to register. The provost mar- 
shals general's office estimated to- 
night that total registration in the 
United StateB will be nearly »,500,000. 
slightly more than 90 per cent, of the 
census estimate of 10,208,000 eligible! 
between the ages of 21 and 80, inclu- 
sive. Deducations indicated by the 
war department, however, would re- 
duce the census estimate about 12 
per cent., or to a little more than 9,- 
000,000. 

With eleven more states to report 
war department records showed to- 
night that 7,129,000 have" registered, 
as compared with census estimates 
of 7,773,467 for the states reported 
Of those registered 5,546,07:1 were 
white, 847,852 colored, 807,868 aliens 
and 94,311 alien enemies. Indicated 
possiblo exemptions were 4.111,453. 

Some of the states not yet M ported 
will show excess over their census es- 
timates, according to incomplete tab- 
ulations, and will help to raise the 
aggregato percentage. 

LIBERTY BELL WILL MM Mi 

LAST HOUR TO III V BOM) 

Philadelphia, June 12— The voice of 
the old Liberty Bell, America's most 
sacred rcvolutlonnary relic, will be 
heard again in Independence Hall 
cracked and silent since 1835 when it 
broke tolling for the death of Chief 
Justice Marshall. It will give forth a 
maimed appeal on Thursday when 
Mayor Smith is to strike It with a 
golden hammer to sound a tocsin for 
the Liberty Loan. 

This strange note from the ancient 
bell, which first proclaimed Amer- 
ica's liberty will be rung at noon and 
news of It will be immediately flash- 
ed by telegraph to every city and 
town in the United States and her 
possessions. Simultaneously church 
chimes, steam sirens, factory and car 
whistles will be sounded from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast to rally 
laggards to the last chance of sub- 
scribing for Liberty Bonds.

CENTENNIALCELEBRATION 

Of the First Presbyterian church Will 
lie Begun Sunday— One Hnndreth 
Anniversary to Be Appropri- 
ately Observed, 



The centennial celebration of the 
founding of the Presbyterian Church 
in the City of Maysville will begin on 
Sunday night in u Union meeting of 
the Protestant Churches of the down- 
town district In the First Presbyterian 
Church and will continue until Tues- 
day night. 

Today, June 14, marks the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the organiza- 
tion of the Church by a committee of 
the West Lexington Presbytery, of 
which the Rev. Robert Wilson of Wash- 
ington, Ky., was moderator. Mr. Wil- 
son with' others supplied the pulpit 
until 1820, when the first regular pas- 
tor, the Rev. John T. Edgar came to 
Maysville. 

From the very iirst the Presbyterian 
Church was prosperous and it became 
known as one of the leading in .North- 
ern Kentucky. The original church 
waB located on West Second street, be 
low Sutton street, remaining there un- 
til 1854, or 37 years, when the new 
Presbyterian Church the one now in 
use next to the Court Mouse was built 
The new church was regarded as 1 
very handsome edifice umi oveshadow< 
ctl all in Maysville in splendor. 

In 18t!5 the church divided on ac- 
count of the Civil War, a portion of 
the members seceding and forming a 
church of their own, which was call 
ed the Central Presbyterian Church. 
For a great number of years there 
was a great hatred between the two 
branches of the church but of late 
years this spirit has died out and 
members from both congregations are 
anxiously looking forward to the time 
when their church shall be united. 

Of the 12 regular pastors, who have 
served the church in the one hundred 
years of its existence, only three art 
alive, The Rev. G. M. McCampbell of 
Pittsburg, Pa., the Rev, S. R, Alder- 
son of Topeka, Kan., and the Rev. Dr. 
John Baarbour, the present pastor of 
the church. All of the others have 
passed to their reward beyond the 
skies. 

It would be very interesting to have 
statistics concerning the number of 
persons christened, baptised and mar- 
ried within the walls of the church. 
The numbers would run Into t lie hun- 
dreds, among them being leading men 
of Maysville ami Mason county for the 
past century. 

Both of the former pastors now re- 
siding elsewhere will be present in 
Maysville to attend the Anniversary
